BCTC Dual Credit Enrollment into SB 150 Courses Instructions 


Each district that partners with BCTC for dual credit will need to communicate its SB 150 
policy. The district SB150 Policy will determine which dual credit courses will need 


parental permission or which courses will be prohibited for dual credit enrollment under SB 
150. 


For districts that have adopted a policy on human sexuality and sexually transmitted 
diseases, steps for dual credit enrollment are provided below: 


1. Counselors will need to provide students and parents with a copy of the syllabi for the 
dual credit course. Syllabi are available in the BCTC Dual Credit Syllabi Bank 
Microsoft Teams. 

a. Syllabi Bank Teams Link 

b. The Syllabi Bank Teams can be accessed using your KCTCS username and 
password. A contact at each high school has been added to the BCTC Dual 
Credit Syllabi Bank Microsoft Teams. 

c. All high schools should have a member with affiliate access as it is required to 
submit transcripts. Please, reach out to Dr Gibbs should you need a KCTCS 
username and password. 

. Counselors will distribute parental permission forms for the dual credit course. 

. Students and Parents will need to review the syllabi for the course and complete a 
parental permission form. 

4. Counselors will collect parental permission forms for dual credit courses. 

. Counselors will confirm with the BCTC Dual Credit office that parent permission has 
been received by the high school no later than August 14, 2023 for courses with 
an August 14 start date.

Half a Sandwich i is Better than None 


As worldwide demand has exploded, the bourbon industry has become a powerful force i in Kentucky 
politics. While the industry has been building distilleries and warehouses in Kentucky at record 
pace, they prevailed on the legislature to repeal the property tax on bourbon aging in Kentucky 
“warehouses and threatened to leave Kentucky if the tax was not eliminated. KASA staunchly. 
opposed repeal as school districts get most of the revenue from this tax. Legislative leaders 
responded by allowing school districts to be held harmless at the level of revenue they receive in FY 
23. from this tax. Seeing the legislature could gamer the three-fifths majority votes to pass HB 5, and. 
sensing the Governor was not inclined to veto this bill, KASA stood down on its opposition with the. 
promise of a seat at the table on SEEK funding in the 2024 General Assembly. 


HB 5 allows school districts, fire protection districts and emergency services districts to collect 
property tax from bourbon storage facilities as of calendar year 2025 to impose a special tax on 
bourbon aging in their districts beginning in FY 26. The existing bourbon barrel tax will be phased 
out through FY 43. The special tax rate levied by school, fire, and emergency districts on bourbon in 
storage may not produce revenue that exceeds the amount of revenue the district collected in FY 
23. This provision is especially hard for districts anticipating significant growth in bourbon storage in 
the years ahead, these are the terms of the legislature with which we are dealing. 


KASA will be monitoring the precise procedures to be established by regulation for schoo! districts 
with bourbon storage facilities as of 2025 to begin implementing this tax in FY 26.

The 2023 session started Off with another half percent reduction in the KY i income e tax «rale. Maybe a: 
good thing for higher i income Kentuckians and maybe bad for lower income taxpayers who already 
have limited i income tax liability but will now pay more in sales tax. For. public education and other 
public services, this may be devastating if the legislature really thinks economic growth will ` 
compensate for their reluctance to increase sales tax revenue at the same rate they are reducing 
income tax revenue — just one of the looming threats to be aware of from the 2023 session. 


Logislalion SE school board members to rui as partisan candidates was filed in both 
chambers (HB 50 & SB 50). HB 50 was scheduled to be heard late in the session but was never ` 
called i in committee due to lack of votes for the measure. Expect this issue to be back in 2024. 


‘After the courts declared 2021 D that would have allowed public funds to be used for 
private schools to be unconstitutional, proponents introduced a proposed constitutional amendment 
to specifically allow the General Assembly to authorize public funds for private education. 
HB 174 barely cleared the House Elections Committee and then failed to move further in the 
legislative process. Constitutional amendments won't be on the ballot until November 2024 and we 
will likely see this issue again in the 2024 session.
